DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 -20 & 31 -32 are, drawn to method of producing a pattern, 
classified in class 430, subclass 112. 

II. Claims 21 -30, drawn to element, classified in class 428, subclass 21 9. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons. 
Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 
806.05(f)). In the instant case the product can be made by applying the image pattern 
by an ion screen to the conductive layer. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. During a telephone conversation with Mr Leipold on 03/09/05 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of I, claims 1-20 & 21-30. 
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Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 21-30 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

Specification 

7. The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to a 
foreign application or patent, or to a publication is improper. Applicant is required to 
amend the disclosure to include the material incorporated by reference. The 
amendment must be accompanied by a statement executed by the applicant, or a 
practitioner representing the applicant, stating that the material being inserted is the 
material previously incorporated by reference and that the amendment contains no new 
matter. 37 CFR 1..57(f). Applicant is required to update the cross-reference information 
in the first paragraph of the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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9. Claim 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make ahd/or use the invention. 
The precursor for the conductivity modifier is not shown or how it is made to act as a 
conductivity modifier in the production of an electrode pattern. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 & 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Ikeuchi et al. Ikeuchi et al teaches the importance of the resistance of a sheet in an 

electrophotographic process in the making of a conductive image. Applicants' attention 

is directed to Col.7 & Col.8 in which a polythiophene is used to control the resistance of 

the image. The toner can have the electrification control agent note Col.1 1 lines 14-20. 

Fixing an image with heat is known to the skilled worker as is the use of a wet or dry 

carrier. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of applicants' 

invention with a reasonable expectation of success to use heat in the fixing of a 

developed image in which the toner has a conductivity modifier in the production of. a 

conductive pattern. 
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Double Patenting 

1 1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F. 2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

12. Claims 1, 4, 21-23, and 25-30 are provisionally rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claim1-30 & 32 of copending Application No. 10/648420. Although the conflicting claims 
are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the use of a 
conductivity-enhancing agent to change the resistivity of a layer that it contacts is shown 
claims 1-30 and 31 of application 10/648,420. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

13. Claims 4-5 are allowed. 

14. Claims 6-18 & 31-32 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 



the base claim and any intervening claims.
